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ACE IN THE HOLE 
FISHING experts have learned that the 
more prosperous Americans become, the 
more fish they consume. It isn’t a matter 
of price, because the price of fish remains 
fairly stable. But when more people are 
working and buying, more fishermen take 
to the seas to catch the fish to meet the 
demand. The demand for fish is reported 
to be at an all-time high. 
This seems to contradict dour individuals 
who fear the population will soon exceed 
the earth’s food resources. It is pointed out 
that 71 per cent of the earth’s surface is 
water and that the ocean is twice as pro­ 
ductive of plant and animal life per acre 
as the land. 
With exceptions, such as salmon which 
is becoming scarcer because streams are 
being damned for hydro-electric power, 
there are always enough fish of one kind or 
another to supply demand. 
Experiments 
with ocean plant life as a source of food 
are under way. Aquaculture, the science of 
raising vegetables in water, is m a k i n g 
progress. 
If the land finally becomes eroded by 
wind and water so it won’t grow anything 
but cactus or support any animal life ex­ 
cept gila monsters, man can turn to the sea 
from which theoretically all life sprang. 
New methods would be necessary to har­ 
vest the food, new tastes acquired to re­ 
place those for apple pie and mushroom- 
garnished porterhouse. 
But the specter of starvation would be 
eliminated. 


THOUGHT CONTROL 
FREEDOM - loving Americans should 
support the protests of editors of leading 
newspapers, as well as of many Congress­ 
men, against 
the 
growing 
tendency 
in 
Washington to withhold the news or revise 
it to suit bureaucratic ends, In a republic 
there must be accurate reporting of events 
so that the electorate will be informed. 
The more nearly this ideal is approach­ 
ed, the better the government. There 
is 
much to he disturbed about. The history of 
the past decade has been doc tored by the 
withholding of relevant facts and official 
revision ol vital information. The execu­ 
tive department has blocked attempts by 
Congress to obtain documents and facts 
from bureaus of the government. 
Emboldened by these successes, the ex­ 
ecutive department now is sponsoring the 
mischievous policy that 
no information 
shall be given out that is derogatory to 
any of the departments. 
Unless challengers of this trend are sup­ 
ported by the public, this can go on until 
America becomes the victim of complete 
thought control regarding 
governmental 
affairs. 


Not many people are as smart as they 
think they are. 


I, like most Americans, know nothing 
about the Argentine, never having 
been 
there, and only gaining such information 
as is handed out. Maybe that makes me 
an expert like the great authorities on Chi­ 
na who, having seen a city or two, write 
a book on the subject. 
According to what I have read and been 
told, Peron is a Fascist and an anti-Semite. 
But then I meet his excellency, Dr. Pab­ 
lo Manguel, Argentine envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary to Israel, who 
turns out to be a Jew, appointed by Peron 
to the new nation. And he tells me that the 
Argentine was second among nations to 
recognize Israel and the fifth to appoint a 
diplomatic representative. 
I .could not 
help being 
puzzled 
over 
whether what I have read about Peron and 
his government has any relationship to re­ 
ality. Having for years been fighting off 
the fantastic story that Chinese Commu­ 
nists were “agrarian reformers,” which is 
about as true as saying that a Kansas City 
Democrat is a political puritan, I wonder­ 
ed how much of this sort of thing we are 
being handed by our so-called experts. 
So Senor Pablo Manguel told me that 
there were about 500,000 Jews in the Argen­ 
tine and that they are doing very nicely. 
In fact, Peron, according to his am bassa­ 
dor, has been very generous in permitting 
Jewish refugees to enter his country. At 
the time he ascended to the presidency, 
32,000 of them were in the country illegal­ 
ly, having had no visas or other permits. 


Peron legalized their status. Also, when 
a ship carrying Jewish refugees from Cy­ 
prus was not admitted to the United States 
or Cuba, the Argentine welcomed this ship­ 
load of homeless persons. 


Then it turned out that the Argentine and 
Israel have a trade pact. Israel buys meat 
in the Argentine, paying 
not in 
dollars, 
which they do not have, but in Argentine 
currency. It also seem s that 20 per cent of 
the money paid by Israel remains blocked 
in that country for industrial investment, 
the Israeli government having the right to 
decide in which industries this Argentine 
money is to be invested. In a word, Peron 
is not only building a trade with Israel but 
is making investments in the new country 
which gives his country an economic stake 
in the Middle East. 


The reason for all this is, of course, that 
a rising country seeks markets where it 
can find them, which is what the United 
States ought to be doing. Instead, we seem 
to be quarrelling with buyers and poten­ 
tial buyers of American produce and com­ 
modities on the impossible postulate that 
we have a duty to preserve erstwhile Brit­ 
ish markets for Great Britain and erst­ 
while French markets for France. 


We have antagonized the Argentine on 
general assumptions; we have frightened 
many Asiatic countries into the enveloping 
arms of Soviet Russia by our policy, now 
a pioved failure, of coddling the Chinese 
Communists; we have put such pressure 
on Iran that that country has apparently 
come to look upon us as a sort of assistant 
enemy. 
What does all this mean? I could not 
help wondering whether it is true that Per­ 
on and the Argentine are really anti-Amer­ 
ican or whether down there they wonder 
why we up here are anti-them. It is diffi­ 
cult to grasp precisely whether these en­ 
ureses are fomented here or there. 
Why do we have to be anti-anybodv ex­ 
cept a country that makes war on us or 
keeps us in a constant state of preparing 
for war?

Mystery Disease That Kills 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


THERE Is a mysterious disease 
called m yasthenia gravis which 
produces great weakness of the 
muscles. Its progress is slow but 
continuous, usually ending In 
death within a period of about IO 
years, though In some cases p a­ 
tients may survive for as long 
as 30. 
Beginning with a slight loss of 
strength, which may be apparent 
only at the end of the day. in the 
end it often robs the patient of 
all power to move. Especially 
marked is the weakness which a f­ 
fects the muscles of the eyes, 
face, tongue, throat, and neck. 
Movements Difficult 
As a result, patients experience 
difficulty In performing such rou­ 
tine movements as those involved 
In chew ing, sw allow ing, an d 
speaking. Drooping of the eyelids, 
double vision, and cross-eye are 
very typical At times, It becomes 
Impossible for the patient to hold 
his head up. 
This disorder rarely occurs In 
those under IO years of age or 
those over 70 and Is found most! 
often in the IO to 20 and the 40 
to 50 age groups. 
M yasthenia gravis is usually 
very 
unpredictable 
and 
there 
may be remissions which last! 
from m onths to years. On the 
other hand, the patients may b e -1 
come rapidly worse and, if un­ 
treated, have respiratory p ara­ 
lysis. 
Test Injection 
An exact diagnosis of the con­ 
dition may be made by giving a 


test injection of a preparation 
called neostigmine methyl sul­ 
fate. If a person Is suffering from 
m yasthenia gravis, this prepara­ 
tion will cause the weakness to 
disappear rapidly for a short 
period. 
Various drugs have been used 
in the tream ent of this condition. 
At present, neostigmine is being 
used and may be adm inistered by 
mouth. However, in some cases, 
the weakness Is so great th a t In­ 
jections into the muscles or tis­ 
sues must be made to supple­ 
m ent the am ount given by mouth. 
Sudden Weakness 
It is also advisable for a person 
with this condition to learn to 
give himself the injections, and 
to keep a small am ount of the 
drug with him at all times, be­ 
cause weakness of the respiratory 
muscles may come on suddenly. 
Recently, certain reports have 
shown some favorable results 
with the use of AUTH and cor­ 
tisone in the treatm ent of this 
disorder. It has been found th a t 
in certain young adults suffering 
from a severe form of this dis­ 
ease, removal of the thym ua 
gland may be slightly helpful.

O. L.: I am 16 years old and 
have my period every two weeks. 

W hat 
causes It? 
Answer: It is possible th a t your 
m enstruation difficulty may bs 
due to an endocrine gland Imbal­ 
ance.

On another farm it is the home, 
and all too frequently, it is the 
entire farmstead. 
Losses totaled SI05 million and 
3,500 people

pattern of destruction and death 
is being repeated in 1951. 
NFPA says the tragic t h i n g 
about this heavy loss of We and 
property is that 90 percent of all 
farm fires can be prevented by 
eliminating ordinary hazards.

Falls brought him to the medical 
center when their efforts to re­ 
vive him failed. 
Names of the doctors who ex­ 
amined and operated on Hewitt 
w'ere withheld. They said that
